notices be given through the press'is just - 
another form of subsidy for the newspa- 
pers. 

For those who think newspapers make 
a large profit out of publishing legal notices 
which.are difficult to handle because they 
must be'set in small type ahd be proofread 
until they are absolutely cortect, the com- 
mercial rate on' most large newspapers is 
higher than the legal rate for legals. On 
smaller papers, particularly weeklies, the 
higher rate:is only fair compensation for 
the extra work and attention that must be 
given legal advertising. 

The purpose of.all legal advertising, of 
course; is to give public notice. of all mát- 
ters affecting the public's business, of the 
interests of private parties when they are 
involved in lahd transfers, court .&ctions, 
etc. 1 
How vital it is'that such notice be given. 
is pointed out by Frank P. Stockbridge, in 
his syndicated column. When Huey Long 
was a governor of Louisiana, and was'in a 
running battle with the newspapers, he had 
his controlled legislatures- pass many l&ws
